"It might be pointed out that the 
first British note of protest was dated 
July 8; 1912. This proves conclusive- 
ly," continued Congressman Know- 
land,, "that th* British.-protest was in- 
spired because of the railroad pro- 
vision.

"In the face of this record it is 
amusing to read that 'Canadian. offi- 
cials now declare that the railroads 
of the Dominion have no intention of

circumstances to British ships, they,

'Ninety per cent of prisoners par- 
oled have made good," said President 
Ralph E; Smith of the board today. 
"It is better to have a man outside 
living right than inside. Paroling is 
a different problem 
than probation. 
Men who have committed their first 
offense are often put on probation/If 
he violates his probation, or commits 
another offense, he is sent to prison. 
It is this man that the prison reforms 
through treatment and places on pa- 
role 
And in 90 per cent of the cases 
the trust is not broken.- That is an 
accomplishment for'prison reform. 


In Effect Six Years. 
The Wisconsin parole law has been 
in operation over six years. It became 
effective in August, :;1907. Up to Feb 
28 this year, 938 applications have 
been considered 
for parole at the 
state's prison at 
Wa&pun. Of this 
number 480 were granted. 445 were 
denied; 
8 were 
continued and five 
were withdrawn. 
Of the 480 granted, 
345 have re 
ceived their final discharge, 27 were 
not discharged on account of not hav 
ing proper employment, 46 defaulted 
10 applications did not meet with ex 
ecutive approval, 5'died while on pa 
role, 2 were pardoned while on parole 
and 45 are now making monthly re

;ind reached 84 miles an hour. Eight 
eaths .were repoited here. 
Traffic everywhere in the storm 
rea was demoralized. In some case's 
t was interrupted entirely. Hundreds 
f telegraph pole's in New York,' New 
ersey and Pennsylvania were down 
5,000 commuters on Long Island 
•ere marooned and residents of New 
ersey coming to the city were from 
ne to flve hours late 


Heavy Property Damage. 
Baltimore, Md., March 2.—The ter- 
ific wind storm which swept over 
his city last evening continued this 
morning but with slowly diminishing 
trength. Reports of property damage 
ame from.all quarters. . . 
The steeple of

The Calamares is the latest 


and most modern boat in the service 
and was making her maiden voyage 
with about 150 passengers, this being 
her capacity. 
On this 
trip the sys- 
tem of serving meals A' la Carte was 
Tied for the first time with success. 
The ocean was remarkably calm and 
ittle sickness was experienced. Our 
first stop was at Port 
Antonio, Ja- 
maica, one of the most beautiful bar 
rars in the world. The peculiar beau-

any extent, there being no dock's or 
wharves.
